staff will be able to conduct 
numerous transactions and access 
multitudes of information at any 
hour of the day. SU will utilize the 
group of software applications to 
support admissions, registration/ 
records, the cashier’s office, 
financial aid, contributor relations, 
human resources, and financial 
services. 

Opal, which has been in place 
since 1987, has served for the last 
two years as an intermediary that 
works between student, faculty, and 
staff and the school’s software 
database. 

Opal’s function “was to allow 
old systems to sort of be in the web 
world but not have to throw

With the recent recommen- 
dation from the Wicomico County 
Department of Planning, Zoning 
and Community Development in 
favor of four-to-two housing restric- 
tions, students are left out to dry as 
the city moves plans forward. 
Salisbury University student Doug 
Church has stepped up to lead SU 
students in an upcoming march on 
city hall, which 
is intended to 
help SU _ stu- 
dents illustrate 
their concerns 
regarding the 
new housing is- 
sues. 

The 
march will begin 
at 3: p.m. On 
Tuesday, Octo- 
ber 22"°, start- 
ing on the lawn 
of Holloway Hall 
and proceeding 
down Camden 
Avenue towards 
City Hall. Church wants downtown 
Salisbury to realize how serious the 
students of SU are in regards to the 
changes in housing. 

“It’s not solving the 
community’s problem and at the 
same time it’s hurting college stu- 
dents,” said Church in reaction to 
the four-to-two housing issues. 

Salisbury’s city council is in 
working progress to enact a reduc- 
tion in the number of non-related 
persons per rental house from four 
to two, leading to students’ search- 
ing for ways to make their voices 
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be heard in the community. 

Church is hoping that stu- 
dents will respect their opponents 
by acting maturely during the 
march. “We need to show our op- 
ponents how we are the victims,” 
said Church. He wants to stress the 
students’ voice through the number 
of people in attendance. 

“It's got to be big. We need 
hundreds of people to show up,” 
said Church. 
Freshman and 
sophomores 
are specifically 
encouraged to 
contribute and 
take part in the 
“March on City 
Hall” because 
they will be 
most affected 
by this change 
in the law. 

“It's not 
too late for stu- 
dents to get in- 
volved. This 
situation is im- 
portant because the people of this 
community will listen,” said Jim 
Dragos, the SGA vice president of 
external affairs. “Strong participa- 
tion in the march is vital.” 

According to Dragos, the 
SGA was not going to get involved 
until they realized how important it 
is for the students’ voices to be 
heard. Not only does the SGA sup- 
port the “March on City Hall” now, 
but they also encourage involve- 
ment from all students.

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Wal-Mart Stakes Claim in Salisbury

Wal-Mart has recently 
finished expanding the store 
located at the Salisbury Mall, 
making it the second 
largest store in the entire 
company. The store 
employs at least 450 
associates and it occupies 
an area of roughly 213,000 
square feet. With mega- 
stores like Wal-Mart 
growing and expanding, 
where does this leave the 
small, locally owned 
shops? 

Wal-Mart has 
profited handsomely 
because of a wide variety 
of products at reasonable 
prices. Wal-Mart Stores, 
Inc. reported net sales of 
$21.901 billion for the five- 
week period ending Oct. 4, 
2002. With profits so high and 
prices so low, how do local 
businesses compete? 

“They're like magnet 
stores,” says Paula Parker, who 
helps manage her family 
business at Parker Place, 
located on West Main Street in 
the Downtown Plaza. “They 
cater to everyone's needs.

Understanding Pet Peeves

Everybody has a pet peeve. 
There is at least one annoying, 
quirky behavior that frustrates ev- 
eryone, whether that person is 15 
years old or 50. 

This is true in Matt Ripa, a jun- 
ior history major here at the univer- 
sity. 

“| can't stand it when people 
have bookbags that look like lug- 
gage with wheels,” he says.

Having a pet peeve is a part 
of human nature, for there has to 
be something in life that drives each 
person crazy.

Peeves can also be ob- 
served in an academic setting as 
well, and in an effort to understand 
the nature of pet peeves here at SU, 
both students and faculty members 
were asked to express what things 
peeve them about the other group. 
Perhaps the list can lead to a mu- 
tual understanding. 

When asked about their 
feelings towards the student body 
of SU, the majority of professors 
responded in a positive way. Some 
professors even said they didn’t 
have any pet peeves at all, but they 
could hypothetically identify what 
would annoy them. 

The top four peeves are 
when students: 

4) Fail to prepare for class 
requirements and assignments. 
When students don't complete as- 
signed work, professors like Rob- 
ert Smith in the theatre department 
don’t want to hear a list of excuses. 
“Just deal with the consequences,” 
he says. “Own up... just say you 
didn't do it.” 

Part of being in col- 


lege is for a student to learn how to 
take responsibility for his or her ac- 
tions. Certain professors also un- 
derstand there are some excuses, 
especially when it comes to a death 
in the family. For the most part, 
though, they don’t want to hear 
about how there was a long line at 
the printer in the computer lab. 

3) Are late to class on a 
constant basis. Dr. Daryll Mullins, 
chair of the communications depart- 


person has another friend in the 
class. Many professors on campus 
feel that chitchatting is disrespect- 
ful, not only to them, but especially 
when other students in the class try 
to share ideas. 

“| can't concentrate,” says 
Brian Horikami, a professor of com- 
munication arts in Fulton Hall, jok- 
ingly. “And it’s my show.” Profes- 
sors like Horikami want students to 
realize the classroom is not a place

ment, feels that this behavioral pat- 
tern might send a negative message 
to your professor: “Being late to 
class sends the message your class 
is not important to them.” Mullins, 
like many other professors on cam- 
pus, holds high expectations for his 
students, especially regarding the 
university's attendance policy. 

“When you enroll in a set 
of classes, you are saying this is 
important to me,” he says, which is 
one of the reasons all of his courses 
have a strict attendance policy. 

2) Expect teachers to make 
things happen in the classroom. 
Professors want people to volunteer 
in class. They would rather have 
active participants rather than a 
class full of sponges soaking up 
everything they say. 

“Students act like their edu- 
cation is my responsibility,” says Dr. 
Shawn McCentee, a professor of 
sociology. 

1) Chitchat during class lec- 
tures. In every class there is always 
one person who sits in the back of 
the room and talks, especially if that 





for catching up with friends. 


Students, on the other 
hand, had less trouble compiling a 
list of pet peeves, and it seemed as 
if they had been asked to identify 
them before. 


Students get annoyed when profes- 
sors: 

4) Act as if their class is the only 
one a Student has. The average 
student takes five classes per se- 
mester, which, they feel, is four 
more than professors realize. Sev- 
eral of the students asked said it 
feels like all of their professors sit 
down and have monthly meetings 
to decide when each class can bar- 
rage students with work. Of course, 
this does not happen, but some stu- 
dents wish their professors would 
have weekly meetings. 

Meredith Alig, a senior athletic 
training major, visualizes that per- 
fect college community. “Professors 
should talk to each other and talk 
about what's going on in the week,” 
she says. 

3) Take shortcuts to solve a 


problem, but do not show the stu- 
dents how to solve it correctly. It 
seemed as if math and science 
majors were most annoyed by this 
peeve. Since they especially deal 
with calculations and formulas, one 
can see why it is so important to 
them to understand shortcuts. 

2) Fail to help their students 
who have legitimate questions. Stu- 
dents remember the age-old adage 
that says, “No question is a stupid 
question.” Whether or not they fol- 
low the statement is unknown, but 
the number two peeve involves pro- 
fessors not guiding the students to- 
wards an answer. 

Students like Becky Sheehy, a 
senior chemistry major, get 
annoyed when professors “ask if 
anyone has a question, and then 
when you raise your hand they say: 
‘See me after class.” She added 
that if you know you're going to have 
to stay after class, why would you 
raise your hand to say you had a 
question in the first place? 

1) Lecture you, and then have 
totally different material on the test. 
lf you are a professor and want to 
anger all of your students at one 
time, this is the way to do it. Better 
yet, if you want to maintain harmony 
in the classroom, especially around 
test time, make sure the test ques- 
tions match previous class lectures. 
Using non-lecture material on a test 
is such a big pet peeve that only one 
student out of the 40 questioned did 
not pick this choice. 

“| don't see the point of sit- 
ting in lecture if we’re not gonna get 
tested,” says Amy Kirkwood, a 
sophomore business major. 


As long as there are 
people, there will be pet peeves, 
and there will always be people ex- 
pressing how annoyed they get. 
Perhaps just talking about them and 
realizing their effects can make the 
Campus a more harmonious place. 

“What do they have in 
there?” says Ripa, still contemplat- 
ing people and their choice of 
bookbag.

Lantz recently took responsi- 
bility for the Children’s Theatre En- 
semble and plans to act as director 
and instructor for a new children’s 
theatre performance course. The 
Children’s Theatre Ensemble pro- 
duction will be performed at the end 
of the course in early February. 

With the little spare time 
she has, Lantz enjoys plants and 
gardening. “I like growing things,” 
she says. Lantz is also passionate 
about music and enjoys all genres 
of music. The sounds of Patti Smith, 
The Grateful Dead, The Velvet Un- 
derground, Jane’s Addiction and 
Macy Gray can be heard emanat- 
ing from the costume shop, as Lantz 
always works to music.

Theatre Sea- 


son Continues 


in “Earnest”

The Bobbi Biron Theatre 
Program will present Oscar 
Wilde's play “The Importance of 
Being Earnest” as its next 
mainstage production. 

Originally published in 
1895, the play concerns the 
misadventures of two Englishmen, 
Jack Worthing, a countryside 
dweller, and Algernon Moncrieff, a 
Londoner. Both men take on a 
false identity, the name Earnest, 
and make up excuses to visit the 
other's living place. 

As the story progresses, 
Jack falls in love with Algernon’s 
cousin Gwendolyn, while Algernon 
falls in love with Jack’s young 
ward Cicely. The girls have 
dreamed that the love of their lives 
will be a man named Earnest. 

According to Dr. T. Paul 
Pfeiffer, chair of the theatre 
department and this show's 
director, “Earnest” is “a celebration 
of lying,” and a farcical satire on 
romance, turn-of-the-century 
middle class values, and concepts 
of the ideal mate. 

“| really enjoy the mixture 
of high comedy and slapstick,” 
said senior Justin Gallo, who 
plays Algernon. 

“It's hard for the actors to 
focus without breaking out into 
laughter,” said freshman Abi Treut, 
who makes her SU stage debut as 
Cicely. 

Dr. Pfeiffer has not 
directed “Earnest” before, though 
he says it has been on his list for 
some time. He feels that the 
recently released film adaptation 
was well-acted, but that it tam- 
pered too much with the original 
story. 

“Pfeiffer’s doing an 
amazing job,” said Chip Willett, 
who plays Merriman, a butler. 
“He’s already imagined the play in 
his mind and he makes it real.” 

Pfeiffer has updated the 
time of the play to 1912 to place it 
more in context with the women’s 
rights and suffrage movements, 
as well as making it a bit more 
accessible to the audience and to 
allow the female characters to be 
a bit more “saucy.” 

Other cast members 
include Dan Wachter as Jack, 
Lindsay Smith as Gwendolyn, 
Karen Rayne as Lady Bracknell, 
Stephanie Hallgren as Miss Prism, 
Jefferson Boyle as Dr. Chausable, 
and Eric Gemmer as Lane. 

“Earnest” runs Oct. 24-27 
and Oct. 31 - Nov. 3 at 8 p.m., 
with the Sunday matinees at 2 
p.m. Tickets can be picked up

For the first time in the 
team’s history, the men’s cross- 
country team won the Maryland 
State Cross-Country Champion- 
ships, which were held on Saturday, 
October 5 at UMES. 

The men beat out some of 
the top collegiate competitors in the 
state, such as Towson, Loyola, and 
Coppin State. Salisbury’s hard work 
paid off as the Sea Gulls won the 
12-team tournament with 64 points. 
Towson finished fifth with 89 points, 
Coppin State fourth with 80 points, 
Loyola College third with 80 points, 
and UMES second with 73 points. 

Not only did SU win the 
meet, but also four runners finished 
with All-State honors. The four 
Salisbury recipients were freshman 
Will Murdoch (8" place), senior 
Andy Marrocco (11" place), junior 
Steve Jacobs (14" place), and 
sophomore Brad Ellis (15" place). 

Head coach Jim Jones was 
thrilled for his team’s victory. 

“It was a historical win,” 
Jones said. “We had never won the 
state championships before.” 

In addition, Jones also has 
high hopes and expectations for the 
men's team at the Mason Dixon 
Conference championship, the CAC 
championship and the regional and 
national tournament. 

Co-captain, Andy “Taco” 
Marrocco, was one of the honorable 
all-state finishers. 

“It's a pretty sweet feeling 
and it’s the first step in showing what 
Salisbury cross country can do,”

The 
squad placed fourth (121 points) in 
the twelve-team competition, beat- 
ing Morgan State (177 points) and 
UMES (155 points) by good mea- 
sure. Despite the rash weather con- 
ditions, SU prevailed in one of its 
best efforts this season. 

“We improved from the pre- 
vious week,” said Jones. “I still think 
that they have their best race in 
them.” 

Like the men, the women's 
team has their hearts set on running 
peak performances at the champi- 
onships toward the end of the sea- 
son. 

“We have a few new girls 
and the team’s really coming to- 
gether,” said junior Rebecca Lyons. 
“We're really looking forward to 
strong performances in the cham- 
pionship meets.” 

“| feel we will perform very well at 
the championship meets,” said se- 
nior co-captain, Kristin Camp. “| am 
proud of this finish, but still know 
there is room for improvement.”
